A Sermonette 

By Milton Thomas 

One of the basic truths of Christ¬ 
ianity is that you begin reaping to¬ 
day the benefits of yielding a life to 
Jesus Christ. It is not just a fire- 
insurance policy against the fires of 
hell and you don’t have to wait for 
eternity to receive its blessings. 
Most of the Lord’s Prayer deals with 
issues today: God’s will being done 
on earth, daily bread, forgiveness, 
escape from temptation, and deliver¬ 
ance from evil. Paul was thinking 
of the present day and life when he 
wrote: “We know that all things 
work together for good to th:m that 
love God, to them who are called ac¬ 
cording to his purpose.” 

Among the present day blessings 
which the Christian life gives is hap¬ 
piness. The whole world seeks hap¬ 
piness. It seems to be illusive and 
when folks become disappointed in 
the search they give way to pessim¬ 
ism and cynicism. Happiness is not 
found by seeking it for itself. It is 
rather a byproduct. It is found in 
the most unsuspected places and lost 
in the most likely places. It certain" y 
is not found in a life lived in a mad 
whirl of activities purely for pleas¬ 
ure. It is not found in a life lived 
for emotional thrills. Thrills finally 
fade and life becomes flat. John 
Vance Cheney gives this truth: 

The happiest heart that ever beat 

Was in some quiet breast 

That found the common daylight 

sweet, 

And left to heaven the rest. 

Happiness grows out of a Christ- 
tian experience. Well did Paul writs: 


"The fruit of the spirit is love, joy, 
peace” plus. It is not something to 
be sought and found. When thus 
sought it is like the ever receeding 
pot of gold at the foot of the rain¬ 
bow. But as naturally as flowers and 
fruit grow in harvest, so the con¬ 
ditions of happiness grow out of the 
Christian life. Do you want to be 
happy? Then find Christ today. 

Another blessing of the Christian 
life is that it helps you to become 
the man you want to be. You have 
ideals and you have not reached 
them. You have failed time and a- 
gain, you cannot be what you want 
to be during your best moments. One 
of the really great books of Christ¬ 
ian literature in America of all time 
is Olin Alfred Curtis’ “The Christ¬ 
ian Faith.” He develops his thesis 
upon the moral ideal. But man, he 
points out, when his ideals are th° 
highest, is a moral failure. Unaided 
he cannot live his ideals. Christian¬ 
ity helps you because it changes you 
on the inside. Romans 7 is a study 
of Paul’s efforts to live the law of 
God under the Jewish law. He re¬ 
cords his failure, “The good that I 
would I do not: but the evil which I 
would not, that I do” and at the 
close points out the secret, “I thank 
God through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
Follow me and I will make you— 
Make you speak my words with 

power, 

Make you channels of my mercy, 
Make you helpful every hour. 

Follow me and I will make you— 
Make you what you cannot be 
Make you loving, trustful, godly, 
Make you even like to me.

A letter to the Executive Committee ef the General Council of the Congregational- 
Christian Churches and to the Federal Council of Churches ef Christ. 

CONCERNING THE ATOMIC BOMB 

1. Since we know, on the authority of the scientists who made them, that atomic 
bombs threaten our civilization; 

2. Since we know, on this same scientific authority, that we have only a few 
years or it may be months in which to achieve international control of atomic power 
before the present possibility becomes an immediate threat; 

3. Since the United States bears the terrible .responsibility for having first 
used atomic power in human warfare; 

4* Since our country, through its present possession of the scientific secret, 
the technical development, the manufaclu ring equipment, and scores of bombs, holds for 
the moment the power to destroy any other nation, a power which it i« intolerable that 
any nation should hold over another, thereby causing deep international tension and 
suspicion; 

5. Since it is widely recognized, by military men as well as by churchmen, that 
the problem of the control of atomic energy is basically a moral problem, in its last 
analysis that of "the individual conscience against the atomic bomb"; 

6. Since the religious person must join in the thought expressed by Dr. Lise 
Meitner, whose scientific work laid the foundation for atomic fission, "The scientist 
is ever awestruck at the discovery of the laws of nature, and to use these laws for 
the construction of weapons which might lead to the annihilation of mankind, must 
seem blasphemy to him"; 

7. Since the bomb symbolizes and is a final expression of the antithesis of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, who came to teach men to love each other, that they might have 
more abundant life; 

8. Since the Church is the organized agency of those who profess to believe in 
the supremacy of moral forces and to follow the way of Jesus; 

And because of other considerations of equal seriousness, we, the members of the 
Mt. Hollywood Congregational Church, appeal to the leaders of the Congregational- 
Chris tian fellowship and to the Executive Committee of the Federal Counoil of Churches 
to reorient the thought and work of these bodies in the light of the realities we have 
described. We urge through you the following action: 

A. An immediate message to United States delegates to the United Nations Conference 
now in session in London and to President Truman, this message to insist that the 
United States attest its sincerity by accepting the principle of international 
inspection by the United Nations Organization of atomio bomb factories without any 
reservation whatsoever; and to urge, as the goal of atomic oontrol, the renuncia¬ 
tion of the atomic bomb, as well by the United Nations Organization as by the 
individual nations; 

B. The demand that our government cease the making of atomic bombs and the prepara¬ 
tion for atomic warfare; 

C. A oonfession by the Church of our common sin in participating, direotly or indirect¬ 
ly, in the creation and use of this weapon which seems to threaten man* s life up¬ 
on this planet; and a confession of our sin against those who were its victims. 

We also recommend: 

A. Creation of a Commission of the Federal Council of Churohes to deal with the 

double issue of atomic energy; i.e., security from its destructive power, and the 
development of the vast, unexplored field of its peacetime uses for the good of 
all the people in all lands. The activities of this commission would inolude: 

1. Constant effort in the political field to present the goal of human welfare 
rather than of national or private interest; 

2. Greatly increased education directed toward the understanding of human brother¬ 
hood and world community, through the local churches and also using such 
agencies as the preaching mission; 

3. The encouragement of a spiritual movement, a modern "Third Order," within the 
Church, of individuals who, facing the orisis as a final challenge, accept the 
obligation of work, of prayer, and df simplification of life, who live with a 
sense of urgency but seek to make the Will of God, rather than the atomic 
bomb, their center of reference.

We petition our governments to call a WORLD CONSTITUTIONAL COhA/ENTION 
without delay . . . In case they fail to do so by the time 10,000,000 people have signed 

t e petition, we authorize a committee of the signers thereupon to call the convention 
We do this because— 

We want to enjoy the companionship of those we love, without fear 
of sudden death in another war — a war of atomic bombs, of bacterial 
poison, and of other fiendish weapons for mass destruction. 

We want to build and maintain our homes and communities without fear 
that they may soon be wiped out. 


We want to have secure and useful jobs and make something of our lives 
without fear that all plans may shortly be ruined. 

But now our homes, our families, our jobs, all our lives are in constant peril 
from the growing threat of a global war that can end civilization. 


Why is the threat of war growing? Because national governments still keep control over¬ 
act. vities that affect the whole world, so that when national interests conflict, war is the 
result. Conditions today show that national governments alone can no longer protect life 
or promote the welfare of their citizens, in our interdependent world. Neither can the 
United Nations because it may only advise national governments, which are left free to 
press their rival interests by military force. 


For survival control over world affairs must be transferred from national governments to a 
federa world government, open to all countries—a government empowered by the people 
to make and enforce world legislation for everyone's benefit. National governments would 
continue to regulate purely national affairs without interference from the world government 
The functions and limitations of both world and national governments and the rights of the 
people, would be defined and protected by a world constitution. 


Eventually, the United Nations might be changed into a world federation. But the veto 
power held by each of the Big 5 makes any change very difficult. Even without veto the 
necessary amendments can be endlessly delayed since the United Nations is designed through 
out as an association of sovereign nations. Meanwhile present conflicts are plunging us into 
war. Because of the basic changes required right now, a world constitutional convention 
should be held immediately, for the express purpose of establishing a federal world government 
Before going into effect, any constitution that is drafted at any world convention would be 
submitted to the countries of the world for ratification. 


We petition our governments in the belief that they are established to promote life liberty 
and the general welfare. But national rivalries today are threatening further existence on our 
planet. Time is running out. Continued failure of national governments to protect life will 
require that people act on- their right of self-preservation, to obtain world federation by 
whatever peaceful means remain. While always appealing to existing governments no one 
can afford to wait.

Any country, any man is ready far 
communism when hungry and without hope for the future. When a man 
is prospering, improving and tingling with hoep for the future 
he hates communism.

Dear Kirby: 

Thank you for your last book which was forwarded to 
me here at the address above. I haven't had time 
yet to more than glance through it, but I think you 
have done a much needed piece of work - and I shall 
try to get others to read it, especially those who 
will do something about it. 

I am no longer in Davenport. I resigned to take 
up clinical training. I have just finished 6 months 
at the New Jersey State Hospital in Trenton and am 
now located at the Federal Detention Headouarters 
in New York City. At the same time - not a part' of 
the clinical training program - I am going through 
a type of what might be called psychoanalysis although 
that would be a misnomer. It is a development out 
of and beyond psychoanalysis. As far as therapy is 
concerned it is, I am convinced, far superior to 
psychoanalysis. It is physiologically based and the 
process carries ityown conviction. It is something 
new and radical - frowned on by most analysts and 
psychiatrists, ridiculed by some. It's the system 
of Wilhelm Reich, once a disciple of Freud. I can't 
agree with some of his theories, especially in the 
extreme way he presents them, but the therapeutic 
results are amazing. If you are ever in New York 
I'd .;_ike to have you as my guest at dinner - perhaps 
here at the jail if you'd likd to see - and them I 
can tell you about some of things that I have exper¬ 
ienced and learned in the last six months. I would¬ 
n't trade them for any of my years at Harvard. 


For the present I have no salary - receive only 
room, board, laundry - so I can't help much myself 
in the circulation of your book. But I shall try 
to interest others. And I am enclosing the price 
of my book, certainly a good female? investment. 



I have no regrets for the step T have taken - only 
that I didn't do it sooner. I shall be about 6 months 
more in training and then I hope to find a church 
where my duties will be mainly counseling and preach¬ 
ing.

But he said it will take even 
greater courage for I lie U nited 
Mates hi carry out the second point 
m his program, that of proving lo 
Russia that the United Slates is 
not trying to destroy Russia s farm 
of government, 

“We can accomplish that by help* 
mg Russia to solve her problems 
and to strengthen that nation, A 
loan of $4,000,000,000 to Russia so 
that she can buy our industrial ma¬ 
chinery and raise her standard of 
living would give Russia evidence 
of our good faith/* said Rage. 

"Even knowing that we would be 
running a great risk by helping 
Russia to become stronger, such a 
risk would be less than (lie risk 
accompanying the present arma¬ 
ments race; 1 

Page said that war today is sui¬ 
cide and that Die weapons of war 
have lie come so offensive as to give 
the offensive an incomparable'ad- 
vaniage over the defense. 

He listed the atomic bomb, bio¬ 
logical warfare which is capable of 
spreading famine and pestilence, 
long range bombers and rocket 
bombs as the new weapons which 
make this country dare not go to 
war.

tion,’ ’said Rage quoting and en¬ 
larging upon a statement made by 
General Douglas MacArthur. 

This country’s faith in weapons 
of war has a great significance rela¬ 
tive to Russia’s present threatening 
and aggressive attitude, said Page, 
who asked his audience at the Bid- 
well Memorial Presbyterian Church 
to place themselves in the position 
of the Russians at this time. 

Page listed Russia’s fear of the 
United States among the four com¬ 
pelling forces which are responsi¬ 
ble for Russia's aggressive foreign 
policy. 

he listed the faith of members of 
the Communist party in scientific 
materialism, with military might as 
its ultimate form, the recklessness 
of the Russian state arising out of 
arrogance and contempt, and the 
nature of the communist faith as 
the other reasons for Russia’s pres- 
-ent attitude. 

“To prevent war with Russia, we 
must work out an arrangement 
with Russia by w'hich the United 
Nations can become stronger. We 
must devise a way of limiting the 
use of the veto power,” said Page. 

The speaker also told his audi¬ 
ence that the United States must 
work out an arrangement whereby 
the two countries can pool their 
powers to solve their common prob¬ 
lems. 

Page referred persons who were 
interested in a more detailed out¬ 
line of the subject to his book, 
“Now Is The Time to Prevent a 
Third World War.” 

The Rev. William Maclnnes pre¬ 
sided at the meeting, while the 
Rev. Henry Searle opened the pro¬ 
gram with a short prayer. The Rev.

to such a degree as our knowledge and oonditlon permits we will 
increasingly oppose such measures by all peaoaable means, and 
undertake instead ways ef corporate life which will express good 
will to all men. 

Finally in order to eneourage and support one another, to 
increase our numbers, and to naka our oonuen action effective, 
ee Intend to associate ourselves in local, regional, and national 
groups, and over these all, in one world»wide fellowship which 
as it grows shall be able, we hope and pray, to prevent wars of 
all klnde and bring the long-awaited peace.
